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RECENT  PROGRESS  IN  ANGLO-IRISH  NUMISMATICS 

c.  1200-c.  1600.

(A  paper  read  at  the  Congres  International  de  Numismatique ,  Copenhagen, 

31  August  1967). 

The  great  advantage  of  a  sexennial  occasion  such  as  this  is,  it  seems  to  me,  that  it 
affords  a  legitimate  opportunity  for  taking  stock,  and  with  your  permission  this  is 
what  I  propose  to  do  now.  I  should  perhaps  begin  by  explaining  my  terms  of  reference. 
The  period  covered  runs  from  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century,  when  the  Anglo- 
Norman  adventurers  embarked  on  the  conquest  of  my  country,  and  extends  until  the 
beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  when  the  old  Gaelic  aristocracy  virtually  threw 
up  the  sponge,  and  resistance  to  the  invader,  until  half  a  century  ago  increasingly 
intermittent,  became  the  responsibility  and  privilege  of  the  people.  The  period  is  an 
entity7  numismatically  as  well  as  politically.  Within  a  few  years  of  their  arrival  the  A 
Anglo-Normans  were  striking  coins,  and  early  in  the  seventeenth  century  the  Stuart  " 
administration  decided  to  bring  to  an  end  the  fiction  of  an  Anglo-Irish  silver  coinage, 
and  ordained  that  for  the  future  English  coins  should  circulate  in  Ireland  at  enhanced 
values. 

For  some  reason  mediaeval  Anglo-Irish  coins  have  never  attracted  all  that  much 
attention  outside  Ireland,  though  justice  demands  that  mention  should  be  made  of 
Symonds  and  of  the  Carlyon-Brittons,  father  and  son.  One  reason  for  neglect  on  the 
Continent  is  undoubtedly  the  fact  that  comparatively  few  specimens  exist  in  public 
collections  outside  three  major  cabinets,  the  Royal  Irish  Academy’s  now  housed  in 
the  National  Museum  of  Ireland,  the  Ulster  Museum’s  immeasurably  strengthened  by 
the  far-sighted  acquisition  of  the  Carlyon-Britton  collection,  and  the  British 
Museum’s.  In  contrast  the  national  museum  on  the  Continent  can  call  itself  fortunate 
if  it  possesses  even  a  score  of  the  coins  in  question.  The  poverty  is  the  more  surprising 
when  it  is  realized — as  has  only  begun  to  be  appreciated  by  numismatists  in  the  last 
few  years — that,  in  the  thirteenth  century  at  least,  the  principal  role  of  the  Anglo- 
Irish  mints  was  to  strike  coin  to  finance  England’s  military  adventures  in  France,  and 
in  fact  there  is  quite  a  long  list  of  coin-hoards  from  Western  Europe  which  contain 
one  or  more  of  the  Anglo-Irish  issues  of  John,  Henry  III  and  Edward  I.  In  the  forth¬ 
coming  S.C.B.I.  fascicle  devoted  essentially  to  the  thirteenth-century  Anglo-Irish 
coins  in  the  Ulster  Museum,  Mr.  W.  A.  Seaby  and  I  give  details  of  more  than  a  score  of 
such  finds,  and  we  will  be  very  glad  if  this  paper  should  flush  others. 

The  first  English  king  to  strike  coins  in  Ireland  was  John,  and  his  Irish  issues  fall  ^ 
neatly  into  two  phases.  In  the  first  the  whole  purpose  of  the  coinage  was  to  meet  local 
needs,  and  the  pieces  are  never  found  outside  Ireland.  The  pattern  of  the  coinage  is 
far  removed  from  English  practice,  but  it  is  possible  to  reconstruct  the  essential 
picture  thanks  to  Dr.  William  O’Sullivan’s  magisterial  study  which  appeared  in  1964, 
and  which  fists  the  coins  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland  die-by-die.  What  made 
possible  so  detailed  a  fisting  was  the  discovery  of  the  great  Corofin  hoard  with  more 
than  a  thousand  coins  of  the  class,  and  the  1965  British  Numismatic  Journal  has  just 
printed  a  note  giving  the  composition  of  that  most  significant  of  finds.  It  is  usually 
claimed  that  the  written  sources  for  mediaeval  Anglo-Irish  history  are  exceptionally 
scanty,  but  the  truth  is  that  occasional  almost  total  gaps  blind  us  to  the  fact  that  at 
times  they  can  be  quite  embarrassingly  plentiful.  This  year  there  has  appeared  in  the 
memorial  volume  for  Monsignor  Michael  Moloney  an  analysis  of  both  phases  of 
John’s  Irish  coinage,  and  three  of  a  very  limited  number  of  moneyers  whose  names 
appear  on  the  coins  have  now  been  identified  with  personages  actually  known  from 
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more  conventional  historical  sources.  What  has  emerged  very  clearly,  too,  is  that  early 
in  the  thirteenth  century  John  awoke  to  the  fiscal  potentialities  of  his  Irish  lordship, 
and  that  after  the  loss  of  Normandy  he  exercized  a  close  personal  supervision  of  his 
Irish  mints.  That  the  two  or  three  men  whose  names  now  appear  on  the  coins  were 
what  we  could  call  civil  servants  does  seem  indicated  by  the  fact  that  later  in  their 
careers  Robert  of  Bedford  and  William  Wace  were  rewarded  with  the  sees  of  Lismore 
and  of  Waterford  respectively. 

A  characteristic  of  the  Anglo-Irish  coinage  was  that  it  was  intermittent.  There  is 
no  reason  to  think  that  any  coins  were  struck  between  1212  at  the  latest  and  1251 
when  there  was  a  coinage  of  pence  at  Dublin  for  Henry  III.  In  the  1963  British 
Numismatic  Journal  Mr.  D.  W.  Dykes  established  the  precise  duration  of  this  coinage 
— a  little  over  two  years — and  suggested  a  basic  classification  of  the  coins  which  are 
by  only  two  moneyers.  More  recently  the  disinterested  generosity  of  a  firm  of  London 
coin-dealers  who  would  prefer  me  still  to  respect  their  wish  to  be  for  the  time-being 
anonymous  had  made  available  for  study  at  the  Ulster  Museum  more  than  1,500  of 
the  coins  from  a  single  Continental  find.  Mr.  Wilfred  Seaby  has  now  listed  these  on  a 
die-basis,  and  it  is  already  clear  that  here  is  a  mediaeval  coinage  where  the  student 
today  knows  at  least  one  coin  not  only  from  virtually  every  die  but  from  every  die- 
combination.  It  has  been  an  immense  labour,  but  I  think  it  would  be  hard  to  exagger¬ 
ate  its  significance  for  the  student  of  all  mediaeval  coinages.  For  example,  there  are 
rather  more  than  twice  as  many  reverse  dies  as  obverse  dies,  the  exact  figures  are  154 
of  the  former  and  340  of  the  latter.  Moreover  we  know  exactly  how  much  an  English 
clerk  was  paid  for  supervising  this  coinage.  There  is  no  reason  to  think  that  he  was 
not  paid  a  commission  on  actual  output  like  his  colleagues  in  England,  and  no  reason 
to  think  that  his  commission  was  not  identical.  On  this  basis,  the  output  of  the  Dublin 
mint  was  a  trifle  over  £20,000 — a  figure  which  seems  very  reasonable  in  the  light  of 
parallel  calculations  from  quite  other  data  for  the  Irish  coinages  of  Edward  I — and 
this  means  that  on  average  each  Henry  III  obverse  die  struck  rather  more  than  30,000 
coins,  and  each  reverse  die  just  under  15,000  coins,  figures  that  must  be  very  gratify¬ 
ing  to  that  voice  of  sense  in  current  controversies,  Mr.  B.  H.  I.  H.  Stewart. 

The  Dublin  mint  was  closed  at  the  beginning  of  1254,  and  the  staff  dispersed. 
Mr.  Dykes  has  suggested,  on  the  basis  principally  of  literary  evidence,  that  there  was 
a  very  small  coinage  of  pence  of  the  same  type  by  a  moneyer  Richard  Olof  during  the 
very  first  years  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  and  I  myself  have  found  his  paper  in  the 
British  Numismatic  Journal  convincing.  The  next  great  recoinage  was  in  1280  and 
lasted  perhaps  three  years.  It  has  been  the  subject  of  independent  study  by  Mr. 
Dykes  who  has  concerned  himself  mainly  with  the  archives,  Mr.  Stuart  Lane  who 
has  made  a  close  study  of  the  coins,  and  finally  myself  who  am  most  interested  in  the 
hoard-evidence.  Our  conclusions  coincide  quite  remarkably,  and  1  do  not  think  that 
Mr.  Dykes  or  Mr.  Lane  would  wish  to  dispute  the  essential  argumentation  of  my 
forthcoming  paper  which  has  been  accepted  by  my  Academy  for  publication  as  a 
fascicle  of  its  Proceedings.  It  is  my  contention  that  there  were  two  distinct  phases  of 
coinage  in  Ireland  under  Edward  I.  Between  c.  1280  and  c.  1283  perhaps  £40,000 
was  struck  at  Dublin  and  at  Waterford,  the  latter  mint  striking  not  all  that  much  less 
than  the  new  “capital”,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  seeing  a  connection  between  the 
opening  of  the  Waterford  mint  and  the  fact  that  the  men  successively  in  charge  of  the 
Anglo-Irish  financial  administration  at  this  period  were  the  Fulbourne  brothers  who 
succeeded  one  another  as  Bishops  of  Waterford  and  who  enjoyed  a  reputation  for 
discreet  peculation  without  parallel  even  in  mediaeval  Ireland.  There  ensured  a 
decade  when  virtually  no  coin  was  struck  in  Ireland,  but  between  c.  1294  and  c.  1302 
— Mr.  Dykes  is  working  on  the  exact  dates — perhaps  £10,000  was  struck,  almost  all 
of  it  at  Dublin.  There  are  a  few  coins  of  Waterford,  and  even  fewer  coins  of  Cork 
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which  mint  opened  briefly  in  1295 — as  Dr.  O’Sullivan  has  shown — and  closed  almost 
at  once.  My  own  inclination  is  to  link  the  Cork  mint  in  some  way  with  the  cwsros-ship 
of  Fitzmaurice  Fitzgerald  of  the  Desmond  line — and  I  hasten  to  add  that  I  made  this 
suggestion  before  I  learnt  the  other  day  that  it  is  not  impossible  that  a  drop  of  his 
blood  is  in  my  veins,  albeit  very  probably  the  wrong  side  of  more  than  one  blanket. 
Both  the  Waterford  and  the  Cork  mints  disappear  very  early  in  this  second  phase  of 
the  Anglo-Irish  coinage  of  Edward  I,  and  my  belief  is  that  they  were  suppressed  by 
John  de  Wogan  who  arrived  in  Ireland  in  the  very  last  days  of  1295,  and  set  about 
destroying  all  obstacles  to  royal  exploitation  of  an  economy  that  was  already  on  the 
verge  of  bankruptcy.  The  financial  crash  in  fact  came  at  the  start  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  II,  which  is  partly  why  we  have  no  Anglo-Irish  coins  from  this  reign,  and  a 
solitary  halfpenny,  correctly  identified  as  such  by  the  late  Raymond  Carlyon-Britton, 
from  the  early  years  of  the  long  reign  of  Edward  III. 

For  very  nearly  a  century,  from  c.  1339  until  c.  1425,  the  numismatist  is  without 
Anglo-Irish  coins  and  can  be  very  nearly  certain  that  none  were  struck.  If  we  except, 
too,  the  lone  halfpenny  of  Edward  III,  now  in  the  Ulster  Museum,  and  the  lone 
penny  of  Henry  VI,  now  in  the  British  Museum,  the  period  without  coins  is  more 
than  half  as  long  again,  extending  as  it  does  from  c.  1302  until  c.  1460,  a  whole  century 
and  a  half.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  numismatist  has  nothing  to  engage  his  interest, 
and  of  recent  years  much  work  has  been  done  on  the  subject  of  the  import  into  Ireland 
of  English  and  Scottish  coins.  Mr.  Seaby  for  example  has  been  joined  by  Mr.  Stewart 
in  a  most  useful  publication  of  a  find  of  Scottish  groats  from  Co.  Down,  while  a  young 
Dublin  student,  Mr.  Colm  Gallagher,  has  just  sent  to  the  British  Numismatic  Journal 
an  intriguing  note  on  some  neglected  documentary  evidence  that  Scottish  coins  were 
only  too  well  known  in  the  Province  of  Armagh.  Recently,  too,  it  has  been  recognized 
that  the  staple  currency  of  the  early  years  of  the  fifteenth  century  were  curiously 
clipped  groats  sheared  right  down  to  the  inner  circle,  and  in  another  paper  Mr.  Seaby 
and  I  suggest  that  the  notorious  “O’Reilly’s”  proscribed  at  Anglo-Irish  Parliaments 
of  1447  and  1456/7  were  plated  forgeries  of  such  clipped  pieces  made  by  the  same 
process  as  the  plated  forgeries  of  late  fourteenth-century  Scottish  pieces  in  the  forger’s 
hoard  from  Pettigo.  In  the  next  year  or  so,  too,  it  is  hoped  to  publish  several  hoards 
from  the  last  half  of  the  fourteenth  century  which  illustrate  well  the  transition  from  a 
penny-dominated  coinage  to  one  where  the  basis  unit  was  the  groat.  In  this  connec¬ 
tion  I  might  mention  a  little  note  of  my  own  directly  instigated  by  Professor  Binchy 
which  seeks  to  date  fairly  closely  certain  glosses  to  the  Old  Irish  laws  on  the  evidence 
of  references  to  a  currency-system  with  three  denominations  of  which  the  largest  is  a 
penny.  It  is  my  belief  that  further  and  more  intensive  co-operation  between  specialists 
in  the  Irish  language  and  specialists  in  coinage  could  be  quite  extraordinarily  fruitful. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  spectacular  phase  of  the  mediaeval  Anglo-Irish  coinage  is 
that  ushered  in  by  the  arrival  in  Ireland  in  1459  of  Richard,  Duke  of  York.  For  the 
Yorkist  cause  the  support  of  the  Anglo-Irish  was  critical,  and  for  the  next  forty  years 
the  coins  reflect  the  varying  fortunes  of  more  than  one  Anglo-Irish  interest  which 
attempted  to  exploit  the  apparent  dependence  of  English  kings  on  the  goodwill  of 
their  Irish  subjects.  One  should  stress  the  “apparent”,  for  as  Desmond  found  to  his 
cost  the  monarchy  had  only  to  feel  secure  to  hit  back  with  complete  ruthlessness.  This 
is  a  period  which  Mr.  Dykes  is  making  particularly  his  own,  and  his  paper  on  the 
coinages  of  Edward  IV  is  eagerly  awaited.  In  the  meantime  his  Irish  friends  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  come  across  Dean  Butler’s  graingerized  copy  of  Lindsay’s 
Coinage  of  Ireland ,  and  a  priceless  annotation  supplies  the  essential  details  of  a  hoard 
from  Oldcastle  concealed  c.  1467  and  found  in  1840  which  goes  far  to  corroborate 
Mr.  Dykes’  preliminary  findings.  Another  paper  has  discussed  the  type  with  three 
crowns  in  pale,  and  shown  that  this  was  introduced  by  Richard  III.  Consequently 
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the  rare  and  degenerate  coins  which  exhibit  the  name  of  an  Edward  should  be  given 
not  to  Edward  IV  or  to  Edward  V  but  to  Lambert  Simnel  crowned  Edward  VI  of 
England  actually  in  Dublin.  Irish  numismatists,  too,  have  had  no  hesitation  in  accept¬ 
ing  Mr.  Dykes’  demonstration  that  all  the  portrait  groats  with  the  name  of  a  Henry 
belong  in  fact  to  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  None  are  of  Henry  VI,  a 
pleasing  vindication  of  Aquilla  Smith. 

From  these  remarks  of  mine  you  may  have  gathered  that  the  second  half  of  the 
fifteenth  century  is  one  of  the  more  exciting  phases  in  the  numismatic  history  of 
Ireland,  and  it  is  an  area  where  surprises  are  still  possible.  Three  years  ago,  for 
example,  a  non-Irish  hoard  threw  up  a  denomination  from  one  of  Edward  IV’s  more 
controversial  issues  for  which  the  exact  terms  of  warrant  to  strike  are  known,  but 
which  no  less  an  authority  than  Aquilla  Smith  believed  was  in  fact  never  struck.  It  is 
sad,  though,  that  those  of  us  who  would  like  to  cite  this  coin,  of  which  we  have  been 
supplied  with  casts  and  all  relevant  details,  not  only  have  no  official  publication  of  the 
hoard  but  cannot  be  told  even  when  it  is  likely  to  appear,  and  particularly  when  the 
novel  piece  is  neither  distinguished  nor  described  in  a  local  antiquary’s  commendably 
prompt  account  of  the  discovery  with  an  authoritative  note  on  the  container.  In  one 
respect,  though,  the  Anglo-Irish  coinage  did  suffer  from  its  very  variety.  Contempo¬ 
rary  forgery  was  rife,  and,  if  you  will  pardon  another  autobiographical  aside,  I  have 
reason  to  think  that  another  of  my  family,  probably  a  collateral,  was  one  of  the  native 
Irish  who  were  denounced  by  the  Anglo-Irish  administration.  It  is  very  clear,  too, 
that  what  we  may  call  “the  O’Reilly  technique”  was  not  forgotten  overnight. 

The  striking  of  coin  undoubtedly  had  become  a  cause  of  constant  friction  between 
the  Anglo-Irish  administration  who  wished  it  to  be  “light” — to  discourage  export — 
and  the  English  Crown  which  stiil  hankered  after  a  monetary  union  which  in  the  past 
had  been  so  profitable.  It  was  probably  for  this  reason  that  all  coining  seems  to  have 
been  eschewed  by  the  restored  “Great  Earl”  of  Kildare,  and  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  sixteenth  century  there  was  once  again  a  complete  cessation  of  coining  in 
Ireland  and  for  Ireland.  Under  Henry  VIII,  though,  a  new  Irish  coinage  was  struck 
in  London,  and  this  is  the  subject  of  intensive  study  at  this  moment  by  Mr.  Wilhelm 
Hackmann  and  myself.  It  would  not  be  fair  to  report  all  of  our  findings,  some  of  which 
are  still  very  provisional,  but  I  can  say  that  certain  of  our  conclusions  seem  likely  to 
be  revolutionary.  In  the  course  of  our  investigations  we  have  had  occasion  to  go  very 
thoroughly  into  the  question  of  the  densities  or  specific  gravities  of  mediaeval  copper/ 
silver  coinage  alloys,  and  it  is  only  too  clear  that  the  individual  specific  gravity  is  far 
too  unreliable  an  index  of  fineness  to  be  used  in  earlier  series.  The  very  method  of  the 
preparation  of  the  flans  imposed,  quite  obviously  to  the  serious  student,  one  “built- 
in”  source  of  error,  namely  atmospheric  occlusion.  What  seems  clear  already  from 
other  sources  is  that  Henry  VIII’s  Irish  coinages  began  rather  earlier  than  has  been 
suspected,  and  that  they  were  to  some  extent  base  from  the  very  inception  of  the  series. 
Small  wonder  that  from  the  first  the  Irish — and  the  English  in  Ireland — showed  a 
marked  preference  for  contemporary  English  coin,  and  in  a  forthcoming  note  Dr. 
Gearoid  MacNiocaill  and  I  seek  to  demonstrate  that  the  hitherto  enigmatic  term 
salfas  of  the  documents  is  the  profile  (“half-face”)  groat  of  Henry  VIII.  In  the  same 
paper  wre  argue  that  the  croise  caoile  groat,  still  being  tariffed  in  the  early  seventeenth 
century,  is  the  “three-crowns”  groat  from  the  end  of  the  fifteenth,  and  further  notes 
of  mine  argue  that  a  similar  very  realistic  appraisal  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  pre-  and 
post-debasement  issues  underlies  the  Elizabethan  Anglo-Irish  word  bungal  (1) — a 
straight  borrowing  from  Irish  bonn  geal  (“white  groat”) — and  the  term  “dominick 
grote”  found  in  a  1642  proclamation  by  the  Confederate  Catholics.  Little  work  has 
as  yet  been  done  on  the  Anglo-Irish  coinages  subsequent  to  Henry  VIII,  but  Mr. 
Seaby  and  I  have  tried  to  clear  the  ground  by  some  preliminary  notes  on  unpublished 
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or  only  half-published  hnds.  Some  of  the  theory  behind  these  coinages,  too,  is 
sketched  in  by  me  in  the  course  of  a  general  paper  read  to  historians  on  the  subject  of 
Anglo-Irish  monetary  policies  over  the  whole  period  which  I  have  been  attempting 
to  survey  this  afternoon. 

On  the  facts  that  I  have  laid  before  you,  it  is,  I  think,  indisputable  that  since  the 
Rome  Congress  there  has  been  something  of  a  renaissance  where  mediaeval  Irish  coins 
are  concerned.  It  is  my  confident  expectation  that  by  the  next  time  we  meet  on  a 
sexennial  occasion  such  as  this  there  will  be  some  solid  progress  to  report.  This  said,  I 
must  beg  your  indulgence  for  the  fact  that  we  have  not  done  more.  It  cannot  be 
remarked  too  emphatically  that  we  have  in  Ireland  no  whole-time  numismatist.  Dr. 
O’Sullivan  is  head  of  a  whole  division  of  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland  and  can 
devote  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  his  working-day  to  coins,  and  Mr.  Seaby  is  the 
Director  of  the  Ulster  Museum  who  has  carried  through  major  policies  of  reorganization 
and  of  reconstruction.  Mr.  Lane  with  a  master’s  degree  in  history  is  an  amateur  in  the 
best  English  sense  of  that  word,  while  I  myself  have  to  turn  to  Irish  numismatics  as  a 
diversion  not  just  from  my  responsibilities  as  a  full-time  university  lecturer  in  history, 
but  from  my  continuing  interest  in  mediaeval  English  numismatics,  and  the  Viking- 
Age  in  particular.  Over  the  water  in  Wales,  Mr.  Dykes  occupies  with  distinction  a 
particularly  onerous  full-time  appointment  in  university  administration.  Our  time, 
then,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  our  resources  must  seem  quite  absurdly  limited — though 
we  would  all  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  quite  extraordinary  generosity  and  understand¬ 
ing  shown  by  our  respective  institutions.  We  are,  however,  at  least  trying  to  grapple 
with  the  major  problems  presented  by  our  numismatic  history — and  as  I  speak  to 
you  now  there  are  archaeological  excavations  in  progress  producing  coins  in  Dublin 
itself  which  illumine  the  transition  from  Ostmannic  to  Anglo-Norman  coinage — and 
as  well  as  keeping  abreast  of  new  discoveries,  we  can  claim  to  have  begun  to  tackle  the 
arrears  of  years  of  neglect  when  we  freely  admit  that  the  exiguous  resources  of  the 
resurgent  Irish  State  did  not  allow  of  the  publication  of  quite  a  number  of  coin-hoards 
which  fortunately  have  been  preserved  intact.  If  we  can  only  publish  three  or  four  of 
these  each  year,  a  decade  should  see  the  slate  rubbed  clean,  and  this  is  the  target  we 
are  setting  ourselves.  With  this  record  we  are  not  afraid  to  look  our  wealthier  neigh¬ 
bours  in  the  eyes,  and  we  bend  again  to  our  task  with  the  traditional  Irish  invocation 
used  sometimes  as  a  special  greeting  to  courting  lovers : 

Bail  d  Dhia  ar  an  obair 

CUERBALE— A  MATTER  OF  INTERPRETATION.

Peter  Seaby  has  obviously  carried  his  review  of  my  booklet  beyond  the  usual 
limits  and  channelled  his  theme  into  what  has  hitherto  been  a  quite  neglected  corner 
of  our  10th  century  scene.  In  the  same  way  that  my  own  paper  was  put  together  for  a 
particular  occasion  and  reflected  my  broad  lines  of  thought  so  do  we  see  much  the 
same  thing  here.  His  review  is  an  opportunity  to  state  his  own  doubts  and  to  give  us 
some  reasons  for  these.  We  have  both  of  us  been  precipitate  and  can  realise  that  our 
presentation  has  suffered  to  some  extent  on  that  account. 

Over  the  years  much  has  been  written,  numismatically,  about  this  period  and  it  is 
difficult  to  fault  this  in  its  details.  The  answers  to  the  many  problems  have  still  not 
emerged  and  in  the  face  of  so  much  numismatic  and  other  evidence  we  are  bound  to 
search  for  another  hypothesis.  The  need  is  clear  and  essential  to  the  study  of  10th 
century  English  numismatics.  If  the  processes  are  contrary  to  tradition  and  inference 
varies  in  the  light  of  new  argument  this  is  no  criticism  or  belittling  of  the  work  that 
has  gone  on  hitherto;  this  is  no  more  than  the  way  in  which  some  of  us  seek  to  sift 
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the  material  for  ourselves  to  allay  the  misgivings  produced  by  an  established  theory 
that  leaves  so  much  in  doubt. 

Mr.  Seaby  has  published  some  large  part  of  a  study  which  takes  us  in  a  direction 
not  explored  before.  The  documentary  evidence  he  quotes  and  the  early  Welsh  name 
forms  he  has  studied  will  not  be  substantially  disputed  so  far  as  I  can  judge;  one 
should  expect  others  now  to  supplement  his  observations.  I  have  no  violent  dis¬ 
agreement  with  his  arguments  generally  but  some  points,  I  feel,  are  at  fault.  I  would, 
for  instance  need  a  stronger  case  for  associating  Kenneth  of  Dyfed  with  the  cnvt 
reading  of  the  Cunnetti  coins.  This  inscription,  I  am  sure,  is  anagrammatic  and  I 
seek  no  Cnut  of  consequence  at  this  period.  Any  theory  of  origin  for  the  Cunnetti 
series  must  consider  both  the  ecclesiastical  and  Frankish  influences  in  the  die  cutting. 
If  this  issue  is  not  Frankish  we  must  accept  either  that  the  dies  were  cut  over  there 
and  sent  over  here  or  that  they  were  cut  here  by  a  Frankish  community,  perhaps 
exiles  or  a  religious  house.  And  so  much  in  the  Cuerdale  deposit  is  closely  associated 
with  this  series  in  one  way  or  another  that  an  answer  for  the  one  bears  on  an  answer 
for  the  other.  We  have  to  consider  also  the  name  rendered  as  ebiaice  and  followed  by 
civitas.  If  York  is  intended  this  must  be  a  formal  or  “prestige”  rendering  parallel  to  that 
discussed  for  Chester  (if  it  is  Chester)  by  Miss  Pirie  in  her  sylloge  of  the  Willoughby 
Gardner  collection.  It  could  well  be  that,  having  regard  to  the  Frankish  influence, 
we  should  seek  a  civitas  on  the  site  of  a  Roman  town ;  Mr.  Seaby’s  argument  here 
will  need  further  support  of  we  are  to  accept  Caer  Ebrauc  rather  than  York. 

I  have  little  doubt  that  the  reading  of  comes  siefre  -  dns  rex  is. correct.  This 
rings  true  and  the  argument  is  well  supported.  It  bcomes  apparent  that  the  subject 
of  place  and  personal  name  forms  in  early  Welsh  is  one  that  should  be  pursued. 
The  interpretation  of  the  win  and  exa  readings  on  the  rex  saxonvm  issues  is  one 
however  which  will  arouse  more  controversy.  The  Winchester  and  Exeter  attribu¬ 
tions  derive  simply  from  the  most  acceptable  interpretation  of  the  abbreviations. 
Since  these  mints  are  well  attested  for  a  later  period  the  acceptance  is  understandable. 
I  feel  that  the  issue  or  issues  is  more  likely  to  have  been  localised  than  originating 
from  mints  so  remote  from  each  other.  The  view  put  forward  now  has  merit  and 
cannot  be  rejected  from  any  desire  to  consider  them  as  part  of  the  regular  regal 
coinage  of  Wessex,  albeit  struck  for  a  particular  purpose  as  has  been  suggested. 

We  are  dealing  with  a  period  of  our  history  when  the  country  was  ravaged  by  the 
Danish  wars,  when  Wessex  alone  had  to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  attacks  and  fight  back 
burgh  by  burgh.  The  country’s  economy  was  necessarily  out  of  gear  and  one  can 
judge  that  the  coinage,  as  it  existed,  was  far  removed  from  the  order  established  later 
on  by  the  reform  of  Eadgar.  Apart  from  a  short  period  late  in  the  reign  of  Aethelstan 
when  an  attempt  was  made  to  bring  coinage  back  under  royal  control  the  evidence 
for  the  period  c.  875  to  c.  965  is  of  a  variety  of  types  issued  in  a  very  questionable 
sequence.  Some  of  these  issues  have  survived  in  large  numbers  but  others  are  known 
by  digital  or  unique  examples.  The  British  Museum  Catalogue  lists  more  than  twenty 
types  carrying  the  name  of  Aelfred  in  one  form  or  another.  Hoards  with  an  abundance 
of  one  or  two  types  are  often  unexpectedly  barren  of  other  types  assumed  to  have 
circulated  alongside  them.  There  are  coins  carrying  the  names  of  apparent  kings  the 
acceptance  of  which  poses  problems  unparallelled  in  any  other  period  in  our  history. 
There  are  coins  naming  clerics  and  saints.  It  would  seem  that  the  Danish  wars  dis¬ 
rupted  the  sequence  of  our  regal  coinages  as  so  much  else  in  normal  life  was  disrupted. 
I  would  suggest  that  we  have  before  us  a  multiplicity  of  non-regal  irregular  issues 
struck  to  meet  the  needs  of  individuals  or  communities  from  time  to  time.  If  this  is  so 
it  was  apparently  usual  to  name  the  King  as  overlord,  or,  if  the  overlordship  was  in 
question  as  it  could  well  have  been  after  875  in  many  areas,  to  name  either  an  earlier 
undisputed  overlordship  or  even  a  local  lordship.  It  is  taxing  credulity  to  accept  the 
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rex  on  the  coins  always  as  a  royal  title.  If  we  did  so  we  should  therefore  accept  an 
oligarchy,  and  there  is  scant  evidence  of  this.  Coins  reading  comes  probably  reflect 
an  objection  to  the  use  of  the  term  rex  where  the  issuer  was  within  effective  reach  of 
the  overlord’s  disfavour. 

Philip  Grierson  has  discussed  the  limited  use  of  coin  at  this  period  and  I  remarked 
in  my  earlier  paper  on  the  apparent  use  of  hacksilver  as  an  acceptable  medium  to 
meet  the  balance  of  any  trade.  Such  a  medium  would  find  more  ready  acceptance  in 
the  areas  remote  from  the  royal  influence  and  it  might  well  be  that  coin  was  often  a 
secondary  medium  at  this  time.  Such  issues  as  were  made  served  the  purpose  of 
prestige  as  much  as  need.  I  might  add  that  in  an  agrarian  populace  there  would  be 
few  men  who  would  have  used  coin  and  fewer  still  who  could  read  an  inscription  if  a 
piece  came  to  their  hand.  All  learning  sprang  from  the  Church,  and  the  coins  of  the 
period,  as  before  and  after,  reflect  the  influence  of  the  Church  in  the  resulting  die 
patterns.  It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  the  Church,  as  an  effective  authority  up  and 
down  the  land,  was  concerned  with  the  origin  of  many  of  these  emissions  directly 
and  indirectly.  No  firm  date  can  usually  be  given  for  the  grant  of  minting  rights  to 
ecclesiastics  and  one  cannot  say  whether  such  non-regal  emissions  were  struck  under 
delegated  authority  or  not.  Opinion  will  always  differ  as  to  which  series  were  regally 
issued,  which  were  struck  under  privilege  and  which  were  blatant  copies.  I  do  not 
suggest  that  regal  coin  issues  ceased  altogether  after,  say,  the  first  issue  of  Aelfred 
and  resumed  with  the  reform  coinage  of  Eadgar  but  I  do  hesitate  to  suggest  which 
issue  is  regal  and  which  issue  is  local.  I  hesitate  too  in  accepting  the  face  reading 
of  any  coin  of  this  period  where  there  is  no  clear  mint  signature. 

Mr.  Seaby’s  paper  has  advanced  an  idea  concerning  a  possible  Cambrian  or 
Gwentian  origin  for  some  of  these  issues  which  one  might  not  accept  in  all  its 
details  but  which  is  most  certainly  well  worth  the  labour  of  further  research.  He  has 
produced  sufficient  for  us  to  work  at  and  I  believe  there  will  be  more  to  come  as  he 
progresses.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  still  others  will  contribute  from  research  or  from 
specialist  knowledge.  There  is  much  to  be  done.

A  NUMISMATIC  “TOUR  DE  FRANCE”.

XV.  Dijon,  the  last  lap 

Since  I  knew  that  the  coin  collection  at  Lyon  was  a  large  municipal  collection, 
and  that  its  keeper  regularly  publishes  coins  found  in  excavations  in  the  city,  I  left 
Vienne  for  Lyon  hoping  more  to  meet  M.  Tricout  than  to  see  the  coins.  I  had  got 
used  to  a  motorway  through  the  centre  of  a  city  in  Vienne,  for  there  the  autoroute 
from  Lyon  to  Marseille  sweeps  straight  down  the  left  (East)  bank  of  the  Rhone,  all 
but  ignoring  the  town  around  it.  Driving  into  Lyon  gives  the  same  impression,  this 
time  on  the  west  bank,  and  in  the  fast  moving  traffic  you  have  to  be  quite  definite 
about  where  you  want  to  go,  before  trying  to  get  out  of  the  “  through  ”  stream. 

I  found  the  museum  after  a  long  walk,  entered  the  courtyard  lined  with  inscrip¬ 
tions  as  at  Nimes,  and  presented  myself  at  the  office.  Here  I  found  the  letter  I  had 
written  two  weeks  before,  and  an  apologetic  secretary  who  explained  that  M.  Tricout 
was  away.  This  settled  the  matter  quickly,  so  after  looking  round  the  museum  and 
buying  a  picnic  lunch,  I  re-joined  the  fast  moving  traffic,  and  headed  through  the 
ong  tunnel  out  of  the  city  for  the  North.  I  was  able  to  travel  quite  fast  and  only 
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stopped  for  lunch  by  the  Saone.  This  was  the  last  of  several  lake  and  river  interludes 
for  I  had  eaten,  read,  written  long  letters,  and  sat  and  thought  by  the  Seine,  north 
of  Paris,  twice  by  the  Loire  near  Paray  le  Monial  and  La  Charite,  by  the  Cher  at 
Azay  le  Rideau,  the  Charente  at  Saintes,  the  Vezere,  the  Garonne,  and  the  Rhone. 
After  an  expensive  night  at  Nuits-St. -Georges,  I  arrived  at  the  museum  at  Dijon 
early  on  the  Wednesday  morning. 

My  interview  with  the  attendant  was  difficult,  but  now  I  was  practised. 

“  Could  I  see  the  Curator  please?’5  “  No.” 

“  Is  the  curator  in  please  ?”  “  No.” 

“  Does  the  curator  live  in  the  town  ?”  “  No.” 

“  Where  could  I  find  him  ?” 

“  M.  le  curator  died  last  month.”  “  Oh.” 

“  Is  there  perhaps  an  assistant  ?” 

“  There  is  no  one  but  a  young  Mademoiselle.” 

“  Could  I  see  her  please  ?”  “  No.” 

“  Is  she  in  today  please  ?”  “  No.” 

“  Perhaps  if  I  went  up  to  her  office  ...  ?” 

“  Oh,  all  right.  I’ll  ring  and  tell  her  you’re  on  your  way  up,  top  floor.” 

But  it  was  an  empty  success  for  the  museum  did  not  keep  a  collection  of  coins  as 
such,  this  was  in  the  public  library,  only  a  few  site  finds  were  housed  in  the  museum 
collections.  1  made  my  way  to  the  municipal  library,  and  after  touring  the  lending 
section  I  found  the  Reference  Room,  a  long  hall,  with  a  dais  at  one  end,  and  a 
librarian  on  duty. 

This  was  the  first  time  that  I  had  experienced  a  coin  collection  in  a  library,  and 
it  caused  me  to  retract  all  the  derogatory  things  that  I  had  muttered  under  my  breath 
when  I  had  trudged  across  the  city  from  the  museum.  A  series  of  coins  is  sufficiently 
different  from  reference  books  to  need  quite  separate  attention.  This  means  either 
that  the  coins  are  forgotten  about,  or  else  they  take  a  special  place  and  get  special 
attention,  and  in  Dijon  they  receive  special  attention.  There  are  two  collections 
housed  there,  side  by  side,  one  of  the  Academie  and  one  of  the  Faculte,  and  both 
have  been  built  up  by  intelligent  antiquaries,  from  finds  in  Dijon,  over  the  past  two 
centuries.  Together,  the  collections  number  4843  coins,  about  two  thousand  in  one, 
and  nearly  three  thousand  in  the  other,  but  there  are  no  gold  coins  among  the  mass 
of  silver  and  sestertii.  On  the  other  hand  the  Musee  des  Beaux-Arts  has  a  collection 
only  of  gold,  and  whether  these  are  the  cream  of  the  local  finds  is  an  open  question. 

The  wealth  of  this  large  series  lies  completely  outside  the  fourth  century.  It 
reaches  a  peak  in  the  first  century  under  Vespasian  and  Domitian,  with  109  denarii, 
32  sestertii,  42  dupondii  and  94  asses,  and  a  second  peak  from  211  to  238  with  185 
denarii,  165  sestertii  and  40  asses.  There  are  532  more  or  less  silver  antoniniani 
from  238  to  260,  but  then  only  983  more  or  less  copper  antoniniani,  a  ratio  which 
is  very  strange  on  English  parallels.  The  radiate  issues  run  smoothly  over  the  period 
of  the  Gallic  invasions  although  there  is  a  drop  after  the  reign  of  Probus  (103),  to 
Carus  (5),  Carinus  (18),  Numerian  (11),  and  Diocletian  (34).  Away  from  the  Roman 
South,  and  nearer  the  heart  of  the  Gallic  Empire,  there  are  some  local  or  barbarous 
radiates,  but  they  seem  to  have  been  short-lived,  and  tied  down  to  reigns  which 
produced  their  originals  such  as  Victorinus  (46  regular,  2  local),  Tetricus  I  (39 
regular,  18  local),  and  Tetricus  II  (30  regular,  26  local).  Carausius  is  once  more 
represented,  but  not  under  his  own  name,  the  three  coins  struck  by  him  are  in  the 
name  of  Diocletian  (1)  and  Maximian  (2).  The  coins  of  the  fourth  century  tail  off 
miserably  from  130  in  317-330  to  3  in  388-402,  and  the  picture  may,  or  may  not, 
be  completed  by  solidi  and  tremisses  of  Anastasius  and  Justin  I. 
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All  my  work  on  the  coins  at  Dijon  was  in  fact  done  on  an  admirable  card  index, 
with  only  a  check  on  the  actual  coins  afterwards.  This  was  the  work  of  the  library 
staff,  helped  by  imported  experts,  an  index  with  a  card  for  each  emperor  in  each 
collection,  and  on  that,  the  reference  to  each  of  his  coins.  All  the  early  coins  are 
referred  to  Roman  Imperial  Coinage,  volumes  I  to  V,  and  once  again  I  heard  the  cry 
“  What  a  pity  it  is  that  the  set  is  not  complete;  such  a  useful  work,  as  far  as  it  goes.” 
It  was  possible  therefore  to  list  this  last,  but  biggest  collection  that  I  saw,  in  only  two 
hours,  and  my  feelings  on  keeping  coins  in  libraries  have  been  changed  by  this 
smooth  running,  from  incredulous,  to  very  much  in  favour.  As  the  librarian  pointed 
out,  it  meant  that  all  reference  books  are  immediately  available,  and  no  Tug-of-War 
goes  on  between  the  museum  and  the  library  over  whom  the  expensive  volumes 
actually  belong  to.  He  knew  of  such  things  in  France,  I  know  of  them  in  England. 

My  work  at  Dijon  completed  the  serious  part  of  my  trip,  and  left  me  three  days 
to  call  in  Paris,  and  to  get  to  Calais.  The  next  day  I  drove  straight  to  Versailles, 
stopping  for  lunch  on  the  way  at  Sens.  I  had  been  through  Sens  six  weeks  before, 
and  stayed  at  a  hotel  that  Michelin  recommended  as  an  excellent  place  for  a  meal 
under  12  francs.  My  evening  meal  had  been  pleasant,  but  nothing  unusual  in  an 
almost  deserted  dining  room,  but  my  lunch  six  weeks  later,  with  the  same  menu  in 
a  crowded  dining  room,  lived  up  completely  to  Michelin  aroused  expectations.  It 
just  shows  how  much  any  meal  depends  on  atmosphere.  Once  again  I  lodged  at 
Versailles  and  commuted  in  to  Paris  to  report  at  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale. 

The  raw  facts  with  which  I  presented  the  Cabinet  des  Medailles  were  received 
with  interest  and  congratulation.  Some  of  the  points  that  I  had  digested  were 
expected,  some  were  already  known,  and  some  came  as  a  surprise,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  some  properly  worked  out  results  might  yield  some  more  lines  of  research.  I  was 
reminded  of  the  museums  which  I  had  forgotten,  or  had  not  been  able  to  fit  into  my 
route,  and  it  was  salutary  to  remember  that  any  conclusions  reached  are  done  so  on 
only  a  sample  of  the  Roman  coins  in  France.  Reporting  back  to  those  whose  job  it 
is  to  work  on  Roman  coins  in  France  ended  my  official  journey,  and  I  celebrated 
quietly  that  night  near  the  Boulevard  St.  Michel  with  my  pen-friend,  with  w'hose 
family  I  had  stayed  at  Montpellier,  whom  I  had  not  seen  since  1960. 

The  next  day  I  drove  from  Versailles  to  Calais  and  secured  a  place  on  the  Sunday 
morning  car-ferry.  Then  I  went  happily  shopping  round  the  newly  built  part  of  the 
port,  with  the  church  tower  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  square  as  a  reminder  of  a 
devastation  rather  later  than  those  of  my  classical  “  goths.”  The  crossing  went 
smoothly,  and  to  my  delight  I  gained  an  hour,  since  England  had  reverted  to  Green¬ 
wich  Mean  Time  since  the  beginning  of  my  tour.  The  two  hundred  miles  from  Kent 
to  the  West  were  as  nothing  after  four  thousand  miles  on  French  roads,  so  that  with 
my  information  and  my  allowance  of  wine  safely  stowed  away,  I  was  soon  home. 
The  w’ork  had  only  just  begun.

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2 B.  This  is  a  composite  and  self-contained  group  and,  in  practice,  one  fairly 
easily  identified.  One  might  perhaps  have  divided  this  into  sub-classes  but  some  of 
these  talismanic  medals  are  known  which  combine  two  functions  and  this  would 
make  a  sub-division  unsatisfactory. 
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Charm  coins  were  frequently  strung  around  the  necks  of  children.  These  little 
medals  are  of  many  kinds  and  indeed  all  sorts  of  objects  were  used  for  this  purpose 
even  including,  according  to  Louis  Hodous18  camphor  balls!!  The  commonest  of 
these  “coins”  was  a  small  stylized  padlock  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  chain  the 
child  to  life.  The  Hakka  folk  of  the  south  used  silver  ones  according  to  Burckhardt 
(/.c.)  but  I  have  never  seen  an  example  of  such  a  one.  These  padlocks  in  copper  or 
bronze,  with  their  horizontally  disposed  forms  and  two  holes  at  the  top  from  which 
to  suspend  them,  occur  from  time  to  time  among  collections  of  Chinese  coins  and 
appear  also  in  native  numismatic  works.  The  origin  of  the  charm  appears  to  be  in 
the  “hundred  family  lock”  charm.  For  this  a  man  collected  three  or  four  ordinary 
cash  from  a  hundred  families  among  his  friends.  These  coins  were  subsequently 
melted  down  and  the  father  paid  to  have  a  padlock  made  from  the  metal.  No  doubt 
the  coin-like  stylized  padlock  was  much  cheaper. 

Talismanic  coins  to  ensure  offspring — more  especially  male  ones — are  very 
common.  One  of  those  most  frequently  met  with  is  in  the  form  of  an  early  pu  coin 
on  the  obverse  of  which  are  five  boys  and  two  girls.  Traditionally  this  was  taken  to 
mean  “May  you  have  five  sons  and  two  daughters”.  Schjoth19  records  an  amulet 
with  the  inscription  Wn  tzu  teng  k’o  49  (“May  your  five  sons  graduate”)  on  the 
obverse  and  on  the  reverse,  Chuang  yuan  chi  ti  50  (“May  they  head  the  list  of 
successful  candidates”).  These  sentiments  probably  also  apply  to  the  design  of  the 
/w-shaped  coin,  the  two  being  combined  in  the  form  “May  you  have  five  sons  to 
dispute  the  leadership  in  passing  examinations”.  On  the  reverse  of  this  pu  coin  are 
two  children  whose  identity  is  somewhat  puzzling  and  variously  decided.  However, 
without  much  doubt  they  represent  the  Ho  ho  erh  hsien  51  or  “Twin  Genii  of 
Harmony”  (see  Alexeiev20  for  comment  on  both  these  themes).  These  twin  genii  were 
also  associated  with  the  bringing  of  wealth — a  theme  that  perpetually  exercised  the 
Chinese  mind;  so  too,  were  the  five  boys.  Plate  8  of  Alexeiev’s  work  shows  a  painted 
woodcut  print  of  five  boys  playing  with  strings  of  cash  whilst  other  cash  and  ingots 
of  silver  litter  the  ground.  It  is  worth  noting,  in  passing,  that  this  /w-shaped  coin 
charm  exists  in  two  forms,  one  with  much  rounder  shoulders  than  the  other;  the 
former  may  be  the  earlier  as  it  is  certainly  the  most  uncommon. 

Love  charms  are  very  uncommon  indeed.  Number  107  of  Schjoth’s  collection 
seems  to  be  one  such.  Some  “horse  cash”  were  used  as  lucky  charms  by  gamblers, 
but  even  so  the  custom  does  not  seem  to  have  been  as  widespread  in  China  as  in 
Japan.  No.  1909  of  the  Glover  Collection  (see  Lockhart21)  may  be  another  such 
luck-bringing  charm  but,  even  so,  the  design  is  evocative  of  a  Japanese  one.  Those 
to  bring  peace  and  to  ward  off  evil  spirits  are  more  common  (cf.  Glover’s  1906)  and 
several  other  such  are  known.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  money  swords 
hung  up  to  keep  away  evil  dreams  and  ghosts.  I  have  seen  a  large  coin  charm  in  an 
undetermined  white  metal  which  had  a  tiger  on  the  obverse  and  although  this  may 
refer  to  the  year  of  the  Tiger,  I  think  that  it  is  more  probably  a  child’s  charm  against 
sudden  fright.  The  amulets  bearing  the  eight  trigrams  and  zodiacal  signs  were 
certainly  to  keep  away  evil  influences,  but  they  all  originated  I  think  in  Taoist 
temples  and  so  are  not  to  be  classified  here.  One  would  expect  that  amulets  against 
specific  diseases  might  be  common:  in  fact  none  seem  to  have  been  identified  with 
certainty.  It  is  just  possible  that  some  of  the  openwork  charms  showing  flowers  may 
be  for  this  purpose,  but  such  remains  to  be  proved. 

Wealth-bringing  talismans  are  possibly  the  commonest  of  all.  On  plate  10  of  his 
work,  Alexeiev  ( l.c .)  shows  a  beautiful  old  coin  charm  of  this  kind.  One  side  reads 
“Attracting  wealth;  imparting  valuables”.  The  other  side  has  “Yellow  gold  and  a 
myriad  taels  (of  silver)”.  On  one  side,  at  the  top,  is  the  character  Fu  52  “Happiness” 
and  on  the  other  at  the  top,  Shou  53  “Longevity”.  This  is  typical  of  the  whole  class 
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of  these  charms  for  the  invocation  of  wealth  is  frequently  accompanied  by  that  for 
happiness,  luck  or  long  life.  Sometimes  these  coins  carry  no  designs  but  only 
inscriptions:  these  will  be  something  like  Wan  Chin  Wan  Liang  54  (“Ten  thousand 
pieces  of  gold  and  silver”)  or  Yi  pen  Wan  li  55  (“One  capital;  ten  thousands  (per 
cent)  of  profits”).  Yet  another  may  state  quite  straightforwardly  that  the  purpose  of 
the  coin  is  to  Chao  Ts’ai  Chin  Pao  56  (“To  make  wealth  and  riches  come”).  There  is 
really  no  end  to  the  Chinese  aspirations  for  wealth,  as  is  shown  by  what  is  perhaps 
the  commonest  of  all  such  inscriptions,  Chin  Yu  Man  T’ang  57  (“May  gold  and  gems 
fill  all  my  halls”)  or  another  similar  which  enshrines  the  wish  Jih  Chin  Tou  Chin  58 
(“May  you  make  pounds  of  gold  daily”).  Most  of  the  medallions  concerned  with 
riches  have  only  inscriptions  and  this  is  strange  in  view  of  the  numberless  figures 
that  are  shown  in  the  popular  woodblock  prints  which  are  concerned  with  bringing 
increasing  wealth.  A  very  few  of  these  coins  do  however  show  some  of  the  gods  and 
genii  associated  with  such  activities.  Commonest  perhaps  is  Liu  Hai  with  his  three- 
legged  toad.  Liu  Hai  himself  can  be  identified  by  the  fact  that  he  plays  with  a  string 
of  cash  (cf.  Glover  collection  No.  1871).  Yet  others  are  the  Ho  ho  Erh  Hsien 
mentioned  above,  and,  rarest  of  all,  the  god  of  wealth  Ts’ai  Shen  59.  There  are 
several  prototypes  of  this  god  who  figures  very  commonly  on  the  colour  prints  which 
are  so  prolifically  given  up  to  portraying  his  cult  but  the  commonest  and  most 
widespread  is  the  Turkish  Hsuan  Pan  P’u  sa  60.  Since  it  was  customary  for  peasants 
to  sacrifice  a  cock  to  him,  one  may  surmise  that  some  of  those  peculiar  cash,  deriving 
from  true  coins  of  the  Chin  dynasty  (1115-1234  a.d.),  which  show  a  single  large 
cockerel  on  one  side  may  have  something  to  do  with  his  cult,  although  they  are 
generally  taken  to  be  zodiacal  coins.  Coins  from  ancient  Sogdiana  show  animals 
including  what  seems  to  be  a  cock  and  these  may  be  the  origin  of  the  present  group.22 
The  argument  against  the  zodiacal  significance  of  them  is  that  we  do  not  find  coins 
on  which  all  the  other  zodiacal  animals  are  depicted  in  the  same  style.  This  god  is 
nearly  always  shown  on  coins  with  a  knotted  stick  in  his  hand  and  a  magic  bowl  at 
his  feet. 

Single  wishes  for  happiness  or  long  life  are  often  associated  with  charms  for 
wealth  but  equally  commonly  they  may  figure  by  themselves  on  these  coin  charms. 
It  may  be  that  some  of  these  were  minted  at  government  mints  perhaps  to  private 
order  for  No.  1862  of  the  Glover  collection  which  has  the  inscription  Chi  Hsing  Kung 
Chao  61  (“May  a  lucky  star  protect  and  shine  on  me”)  has,  on  the  reverse  the  Manchu 
inscription  Boo  Che ,  the  usual  designation  of  the  Chekiang  mint  on  the  coins  of  the 
Ch’ing  dynasty.  I  have  seen  another  similar  amulet  with  the  fairly  common  inscription 
Chi  Hsing  Fu  Lu  62  (“A  lucky  star,  happiness  and  rank”)  which  also  had  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  Boo  Che  on  the  reverse.  Since  there  is  similarity  in  both  these  obverse  inscriptions 
one  may  conjecture  that  these  two  came  from  the  same  source  and  are  contemporary. 
There  seems  to  be  a  definite  distinction  between  these  coin  charms  evoking  wealth, 
happiness  and  good  luck.  The  former,  originating  in  the  Taoist  temples,  are  at  once 
more  sophisticated  and  involved  in  their  iconography  and  reference ;  commonly  they 
have  esoteric  implications  and  are  often  larger  in  size  and  with  zodiacal  emblems  on 
them.  Very  definitely  these  strike  one  as  being  medallions  in  the  true  and  restricted 
sense.  The  charms  which  are  dealt  with  in  this  section  are,  on  the  contrary,  the 
simple  wishes  of  a  simple  peasantry  embodied  in  age-old  formulae.  The  similarity 
between  many  of  these  charms  and  the  woodblock  prints  is  very  close  and  most  of 
them  undoubtedly  came  from  private  manufacturing  sources  and  were  put  into 
circulation  by  the  retail  shops.  Sizes  appear  for  the  most  part,  to  be  stock  ones  and 
a  small  study  is  sufficient  to  show  that  the  two  sides  are  put  together — not  in¬ 
discriminately  certainly — but  with  a  considerable  amount  of  variation.  The  surviving 
ones  seem  to  come  from  several  centuries  probably  down  to  the  beginning  of  this 
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one  and  what  are  presumably  the  older  versions  may  be  seen  to  have  more  clear  cut 
inscriptions  and  to  be  a  little  larger,  by  a  mere  millimetre  or  so,  than  the  newer  ones. 

Closely  allied  to  the  above  and  sometimes  not  to  be  distinguished  from  them  are 
the  congratulatory  medals.  Indeed  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  some  of  the 
foregoing  charms,  if  presented  to  a  friend  on  an  auspicious  occasion,  would  not 
function  as  coins  of  congratulation.  The  chief  of  these  occasions  for  congratulation 
in  old  China  were,  the  birth  of  a  son,  marriage,  the  attainment  of  a  seventieth 
birthday,  success  in  the  examinations  and  the  rising  to  a  higher  rank.  I  have  found  it 
impossible  to  be  reasonably  certain  of  any  that  may  relate  to  the  first  of  these.  Those 
relating  to  marriage  seem  uncommon  but  seem  always  to  be  associated  with  designs 
of  a  dragon  and  phoenix.  A  typical  inscription  of  this  class  of  medal  is  Lung  Feng  fei 
chu  63  (“Soaring  like  the  Dragon  and  Phoenix”)  a  common  literary  phrase  used 
when  referring  to  a  couple  of  newly-weds  going  to  the  husband’s  home. 


Obverse:  Around  central  round  hole,  CKang  Ming  Fu 
Kuei  Ch’in  Yii  Man  T’ang  (May  you  have  long  life,  wealth  and  honours  and  may  gold 
and  jewels  fill  your  halls).  In  an  outer  band,  alternating  with  the  characters,  the  Eight 
Precious  Things.  Reverse:  Liu  Hai  and  his  three-legged  toad.  On  the  left  side  are  a 
bat  (fu,  a  homophone  for  fu ,  happiness)  and  a  peach  tree  (symbol  of  longevity).  In 
his  hands  he  holds  the  three  stars  of  Aquila. 


Fig.  5.  A  talisman  in  the  form  of  an  ancient  pu  coin.  Obverse:  Five  boys  and  two  girls  imply¬ 
ing  the  wish  “May  you  have  five  sons  to  dispute  the  leadership  in  passing  examinations. 
Reverse:  The  two  boys  known  as  the  Ho  ho  Erh  Hsien  (Twin  Genii  of  Harmony)  a 
symbol  of  wealth  and  prosperity.  They  hold  between  them  a  balance  from  which  is 
suspended  golden  ingots.  This  coin  amulet  exists  in  at  least  two  forms.  (See  text). 
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Success  at  the  examinations  or  in  a  promotion  in  official  life  is  sometimes  the 
subject  of  one  of  these  medals:  on  those  of  this  class  we  may  find  such  a  phrase  as 
Chia  Kuan  chin  lu  64  (“A  good  official  advances  in  rank”).  Medallions — and  they  are 
usually  larger  than  normal  cash — for  a  seventieth  birthday  are  not  clearly  discernable 
among  the  mass  of  material  that  presents  itself  but  almost  certainly  No.  1876  of  the 
Glover  collection  ( l.c .)  is  such  a  one.  I  am  inclined  to  think  too  that  most  of  the 
designs  that  show  the  fungus  of  immortality  and  the  deer  (another  emblem  of  long 
life)  may  have  served  such  a  purpose  as  this.  The  butterfly  (in  Chinese  art  not  always 
easily  to  be  distinguished  from  the  bat)  is,  it  seems  to  me,  an  almost  certain  mark  of 
this  intention  in  a  medal.  The  common  name  for  the  butterfly  is  Lu  tieh  65  the 
second  syllable  of  which,  when  written  with  a  different  character  66,  is  the  term 
given  to  the  ages  from  70  to  80.  Doubtless  all  these  coins  were  private  or  trade 
products.  A  most  useful,  but  alas  very  rare,  work  for  identifying  the  meaning  of  the 
motifs  on  these  and  other  similar  medallions  is  that  of  Nozaki23  which,  however,  is 
in  Japanese. 
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3.  This  category  contains  such  an  heterogenous  assortment  of  pieces  that  it  is 
with  some  hesitation  that  it  has  been  inserted  in  a  mostly  functional  classification. 

I  he  one  thing  that  all  these  charms  etc.  have  in  common  is  that  they  are  ordinary 
coins  altered  in  some  way  by  a  later  owner. 

3 A.  Not  infrequently  one  comes  across  coins  that  have  been  cut  or  engraved 
with  the  purpose  of  turning  the  coin  into  an  ornament.  This  work  perhaps  most 
commonly  takes  the  form  of  floral  interiacings  around  the  outer  edge  of  the  coin.  Less 
commonly  the  coin  may  be  cut  into  the  shape  of  the  outline  of  a  stylized  peach  such 
as  is  so  frequently  found  in  Chinese  art ;  this  kind  of  coin  seems  always  to  be  intended 
as  an  ornament  to  be  sewn  on  the  dress.  Alterations  of  the  first  kind  were  either 
similarly  intended  or  else  they  were  perhaps  given  away  as  mementoes  of  the  donor. 

3 B.  Ordinary  cash  are  often  to  be  found  turned  into  charms;  perhaps  the 
design  most  commonly  added  being  that  of  two  confronting  dragons  with  a  “jewel 
of  wisdom”  between  them.  However  I  have  seen  ones  with  bats  on  the  rim — for 
ensuring  happiness  (see  supra) — and  one  with  a  roughly  cut  blossom  which  was 
perhaps  intended  as  a  paeony,  the  emblem  of  wealth.  Sometimes  no  more  is  done 
than  to  ornament  the  rim  with  simple  cuts  giving  the  semblance  of  a  corded  appearance : 
somewhat  significantly  the  edges  of  a  few  Japanese  coin  charms  have  corded  rims. 

3C.  This  is  a  kind  which  I  do  not  remember  to  have  seen  published  previously. 
I  have  in  my  collection  a  brass  cash  with  the  usual  K’ang  Hsi  thing  pao  on  the 
obverse  but,  as  the  reverse  reads  Boo  chuan  in  Manchu  (“Mint  of  the  Board  of 
Works”)  it  was  obviously  produced  in  a  later  reign.  Added  to  the  obverse  are  two 
confronting  dragons  with  a  jewel  between  them.  On  the  rim  of  the  reverse  is  the 
roughly  cut  legend  Ti  chih  szu  ping  46  which  may  be  translated  “The  Brothers  hold 
and  control”.  Between  each  of  the  characters  is  what  appears  to  be  a  highly  stylized 
paeony  blossom — either  the  emblem  of  the  brotherhood  or  used  as  a  symbol  of 
affluence.  No  doubt  this  was  the  token  of  some  vow  of  brotherhood  sworn  by  several 
friends  at  a  temple  and  of  the  kind  with  which  the  western  reader  will  be  familiar 
from  Clement  Egerton’s17  superb  translation  of  the  great  novel,  the  Chin  P’ing  Mei. 

3D.  The  coins  of  this  category  are  not  very  uncommon.  Usually  the  alterations 
are  very  easily  detected  and  almost  nonsensical.  One  recorded  by  Bushell18  will  serve 
as  a  good  example  of  the  class.  A  Shun  Chih  coin  had  the  mint  cypher  Tung  47  on  the 
reverse  changed  to  Shen  48  meaning  “to  notify”.  Most  of  these  instances  involve 
little  more  than  the  filing  away  of  one  character :  one  can  only  suppose  that  they  gave 
pleasure  to  the  most  naive  of  numismatists.

The  Blake  Tokens  of  Rallyglunin  Park,  Co.  Galway.  R.  C.  Bell  in  his  Copper 
Commercial  Coins ,  1811-1819,  (1964),  on  the  basis  that  the  issuer  was  the  same  as  that  of  another 
token  described,  attributed  a  Menlough,  Co.  Galway,  token  ( Davis  1)  to  one  M.  I.  Blake. 
Burke’s  Peerage  (1963)  indicates,  however,  that  no  M.  I.  Blake  held  Alenlough  Castle  near 
Galway.  In  1819  the  owner  of  the  Menlough  estate  was  Sir  John  Blake,  11th  Baronet.  In  fact 
the  M.  I.  Blake  (the  I  is  really  J)  token  described  by  Bell  (pp.  132-3)  was  issued  by  a  member 
of  another  branch  of  the  Blake  family.  This  was  Martin  J.  Blake  of  Ballyglunin  Park,  who, 
according  to  Burke’s  Landed  gentry  of  Ireland  (1904),  succeeded  his  father  to  this  estate  in 
1802  and  died  unmarried  in  1861. 
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The  token  mentioned  by  Bell  was  one  of  a  series  issued  by  M.  I.  Blake  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  all  having  as  an  obverse  the  Blake  arms — a  fret.  Crest  a  mountain  cat, 
passant  guardant,  proper.  Motto:  Virtus  sola  nobilitat.  The  reverses  were  as  follows: 

1.  M.  I.  Blake  Esqr.  in  three  lines  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  shamrocks.  2.  ill  in  centre  with 
M.  I.  Blake  Esqr.  above  around  margin  and  two  sheaths  of  five  shamrocks  on  each  side  of  a 
five-petalled  flower  below.  3.  mi  in  centre,  otherwise  as  2  above  but  with  six  shamrocks  in 
sheaths.  4.  vi  in  centre,  otherwise  as  2  above.  5.  vm  in  centre,  otherwise  as  3  above. 

Number  1  was  struck  in  pewter  and  the  remaining  four  in  copper. 

Specimens  of  the  two  varieties  of  the  Pro  Bono  Publico  silver  shilling  Dublin  token 
(Dalton  7  and  8)  countermarked  M.  I.  Blake  have  recently  come  into  my  possession.  This 
M.  I.  Blake  was  probably  the  owner  of  the  Bally glunin  estate,  who  certainly  issued  the  other 
tokens  referred  to  above. — Arthur  E.J.  Went.

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  Mr.  Alec  Purves  has 
drawn  our  attention  to  a  few  errors  which  occurred  in 
the  report  of  his  talk  on  the  London  Scottish,  at  the 
June  meeting.  The  regiment  was  founded,  in  common 
with  many  other  volunteer  rifle  corps,  in  1859,  following 
public  apprehension  at  the  attitude  of  Napoleon  III,  in 
the  same  way  that  similar  corps  were  raised  at  the  end 
of  the  18th  century  when  invasion  threatened.  Instead 
of  adopting  a  clan  tartan,  the  uniform  (kilt,  plaid, 
trews,  etc.)  was  of  plain  “hodden  grey”.  The  reference 
to  serving  with  other  regiments  applied  only  to  the  Boer 
War,  when  detachments  of  the  London  Scottish  served 
with  (and  wore  the  uniforms  of)  the  Gordon  High¬ 
landers,  the  Imperial  Yeomanry,  and  the  C.I.V.  During 
the  two  World  Wars,  they  served,  of  course,  in  their 
own  right.
